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Shariah  Tovah  U’Metukah! 


Where  Does  God  Dwell? 

Rabbi  Menachem  Mendel  of 
Kotzk,  (1787-1859)  was  once 
asked/  "Where  does  God 
dwell?"  He  replied:  "God  dwells 
wherever  you  let  God  in." 

As  I  anticipate  my  first  High  Holy 
Days  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  I  am 
eagerly  looking  forward  to  the  sacred  task 
of  “letting  God  in”  to  our  community. 

The  Days  of  Awe  are  filled  with  our 
tradition’s  most  evocative  imagery:  from 
God  enthroned  on  High,  to  a  heavenly 
shepherd  tending  the  flocks  of  humanity, 
to  the  Divine  Scribe  and  Judge  with  the 
ledger  of  our  deeds  opened.  Each  of  these 
images  contributes  to  the  collective  power 
surrounding  the  Days  of  Awe.  Alongside 
Cantors  Lefkowitz  and  Abramson  and  our 
interim  Rabbi,  Michael  Graetz,  I  know 
that  our  first  High  Holy  Days  will  provide 
an  opportunity  to  renew  our  commitment 
to  bringing  the  sacred  into  our  midst. 

And  yet,  we  would  do  well  to 
remember  that  every  member  of  our 
community  shares  the  responsibility  of 
bringing  God  into  our  community.  Indeed, 
much  of  the  High  Holy  Day  spirit  is 


driven  by  the  belief  that  our  interpersonal 
relationships  bear  the  potential  for 
holiness;  in  other  words,  that  God  can  be 
found  in  our  day-to-day  existence.  While 
we  all  may  look  forward  to  the  exalted 
spiritual  tropes  of  the  holiday  season,  the 
mark  of  a  truly  religious  life  is  found  in 
the  ability  of  each  of  us  to  allow  for  the 
possibility  of  finding  God  in  unexpected 
and  everyday  places.  A  quiet  deed  of 
kindness,  a  generous  act  of  tzedakah, 
a  courageous  attempt  at  reconciliation 
within  family — any  one  of  these  efforts 
will  serve  to  make  our  community  a 
kehillah  kedosha — a  sacred  community. 

A  professor  of  mine  at  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  once  defined 
“Religion”  as  humanity’s  attempt  to  create 
a  world  in  which  God  would  want  to 


live.  As  we  look  towards  the  Holy  Day 
Season  and  the  years  ahead,  we  should 
all  rally  behind  a  shared  mission  to  be 
a  synagogue  in  which  God’s  presence 
is  felt.  From  Early  Childhood  to  Adult 
Learning,  from  our  Congregational 
School  to  Bikur  Cholim,  we  should 
begin  every  conversation  infused  by 
the  desire  to  stand  in  the  presence  of 
God.  Equally  important,  the  manner  by 
which  we  conduct  these  conversations 
and  committees  (and  not  just  the  goals 
themselves)  reflects  our  commitment  to 
becoming  a  kehillah  kedosha. 

“God  dwells  wherever  you  let  God 
in.”  As  we  welcome  the  New  Year,  as  we 
conduct  the  business  of  the  synagogue,  as 
we  greet  old  friends  and  meet  new  ones, 
and  as  we  seek  to  bring  peace  into  our 
homes,  each  one  of  us  has  the  ability  to 
bring  God  into  our  midst.  May  each  of 
us  enter  the  New  Year  committed  to  this 
sacred  task  and  may  our  deeds  reflect  our 
innermost  and  highest  ideals.

Synagogue  leadership  is  not  a  fixed  body. 


Leadership  in  its  many 
manifestations  is  the 
theme  for  much  of  this 
year's  programming  and 
educational  offerings  at  P.A.S. 

A  conversation  with  the  new 
Chairman,  Steven  M.  Friedman, 
at  his  office,  brought  many 
interesting  perceptions  on  that 
theme. 

Steve  is  a  thoughtful,  intelligent, 
personable,  soft-spoken,  natural  leader. 

To  a  great  extent,  he  sees  his  role  as 
expediting  the  contributions  of  all  of  those 
who  work  toward  the  goals  they  share: 
enhancing  the  experience  of  membership 
at  P.A.S.  and  the  involvement  of  its 
members. 

He  is  emphatic  about  the  primary 
leadership  role  of  Rabbi  Cosgrove — 
spiritually  and  communally — in  the 
synagogue  and  the  community,  and  eager 
to  help  to  advance  the  Rabbi’s  Jewish 
education  and  cultural  programs  and  to 
introduce  him  to  members. 

Under  the  excellent  supervision  of 
Executive  Director  Beryl  Chernov,  the 
synagogue  staff  efficiently  carries  out  the 
many  functions — financial,  administrative, 
and  operational — that  provide  the 
foundation  for  making  everything  happen. 

The  third  partner  contributing  to 
the  endeavor  is  lay  leadership — the 
board,  officers,  and  chairs  of  arms 
and  committees.  The  structure  is 
designed  to  continue  to  empower  and 
motivate  volunteers  by  giving  them 
more  responsibility  and  encouraging 
cooperation.  Steve  hopes  that  this 


system  will  continue  to  unleash  energy, 
ideas,  and  initiatives,  consistent  with 
the  Rabbi's  vision  for  the  community. 

Each  officer  has  his  or  her  own  oversight 
responsibilities  and  will  be  the  primary 
contact  for  individuals  and  organizations 
in  those  areas.  (In  the  coming  months, 
each  officer  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
write  on  this  page  about  these  subjects.) 

As  Chairman,  Steve  sees  his  role 
as  providing  executive  oversight  and 
assuring  balance.  His  own  experiences 
as  a  volunteer  in  leadership  roles  here  at 
P.A.S.  and  in  other  Jewish  and  secular 
organizations  convince  him  that  giving 
capable  people  meaningful  assignments 
and  responsibilities  and  the  freedom  to 
work  to  the  best  of  their  ability  will  both 
provide  them  with  greater  satisfaction 
and  strengthen  the  synagogue.  He 
attributes  the  recent  increased  involvement 
with  P.A.S.  to  former  Chairman  Amy 
Bressman’s  highly  successful  tenure  and 
wants  to  build  upon  this  spirit  across  the 
institution. 

Just  as  the  Conservative  Movement 
reflects  changes  in  society,  synagogue 
leadership  is  not  a  fixed  body.  Increasing 
involvement  of  more  members  is  a 
paramount  goal.  Steve  expects  that 
together,  under  the  Rabbi's  leadership. 


we  can  broaden  participation  and 
membership;  activate  members  who  rarely 
attend,  inspire  those  who  come  to  services 
and  classes,  and  enhance  the  sense  of 
community  that  is  so  important  here. 

Located  as  we  are,  in  the  heart  of 
vibrant  Jewish  and  cultural  communities, 
it  is  clear  that  everyone  has  many  choices. 
Steve  is  resolved  to  help  Rabbi  Cosgrove 
make  P.A.S.  even  more  attractive  to 
more  people,  particularly  to  the  younger 
families  who  increasingly  are  living  in  the 
area.  While  our  Early  Childhood  Center 
is  at  capacity,  they  both  want  to  keep 
children,  teens,  and  young  adults  as  active 
participants  in  the  variety  of  religious, 
educational  and  cultural  programs  we 
offer.  Rabbi  Cosgrove  and  Rabbi  Graetz 
will  provide  leadership  that  is  spiritually 
and  intellectually  inspirational. 

As  demographic,  environmental 
and  economic  changes  affect  the 
population  and  the  neighborhood,  P.A.S. 
will  be  responsive  to  their  needs  with 
programming  and  opportunities  of  interest 
to  people  of  all  ages.  Steve  himself 
provides  a  good  example  of  dealing  with 
his  family's  'empty  nest'  syndrome  by 
following  the  Jewish  tradition  of  giving 
back  to  the  community.  He  adds  that  just 
as  Jewish  guideposts  are  helpful  in  dealing 
with  changes  in  our  personal  lives,  they 
will  provide  us  with  direction  and  meaning 
as  we  face  the  changes  in  our  synagogue. 
We  will  continue  to  observe  our  traditions, 
celebrate  the  New  Year,  reflect  on  the  past 
and  consider  the  spirit  of  renewal,  as  a 
community,  led  by  our  Rabbi.
